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A FEW WORDS 


The writing of a catalogue is a very interesting, although a some- 
what, laborious task. It involves consiuerable reference work, a creck- 
ing to see that the listings are correct as to size, color classification, 
etc. and it calls for an expression of an opinion, as far as our own 
ideas are concerned, as to the relative value of a varietv. The opin- 
ions we express are those of our own. and are called as we see the 
flower, not because somebody said that such and such a variety was 
very good. Maybe it was good for him, but we want to see it in our 
own fields. 


The growing season this year was on the whole, rather on the cool 
side. Ample rain except for about a three week spell in August, kept 
everything growing nicely. A dusting of Arasan was made on all 
bulbs before planting and the results were so good that we intend to 
try it again this year. It is so much easier than soaking the bulbs— 
both from a time point of view and from the ease in handling. Bulbs 
are paced in a large bag, with several spoons full of Arasan and 
shaken good, resulting in a. dusting of the bulbs with the powder. We 
have dug the cleanest set of bulbs this year that we have ever seen. 
No trace of scab has been found. Our fi¢lds are rocued regularly and 
all suspicious bulbs are dug and burned. Both the fie'ds and the stock 
after digging are state inspected. - : | 


Our stock is quality stock—we do not go in to raise bulbs by the 
millions. We can quote some varieties in thousand lots, aad it you 
are interested in such quantities, please drop us a line, asking for 
quotations. 


Please note that all bulbs as shipped have been dusted with a mix- 
ture of DDT and Arasan, so be sure to wash your hands after hand- 
ling them. Most of the bulbs will not show any trace of the dusting 
when you receive them, but nevertheless, everyone has been treated. 


NEW DEPARTURES 


During the past season, we raised a considerab'e number of min-. 
iatures and a special section of the catalogue has been set aside to 
cover them. We have listed some of the 300 sized glads as miniatures. 
and left others of the 300 sizes in the regular catalogue. Some of the 
300 glads, take Vagabond Prince for instance, do not class as min. 
iatures due to the build of the spike, while others. such as Lavender 
and Gold. have natural qualifications for miniature work. Our stocks. 
of miniatures are. not too big, although on some . varieties we can 
quote by the hundred. Full comments are found under varieties. 


We have been somewhat sold: on. the miniatures for several years— 
finding that they work up in arrangements very nicely—particularly 
so. for table work, small arrangements such as your wife wants for 
her dinner party, her club meeting, etc. We think that the schedul- 
ing committees for the various shows should emphasize arrangements 
calling for miniatures, more than they do. Then, when you..go a show, 
you could appreciate their possibilities. True, most of us like the big 
massive display, but just the same, some very beautiful work. can. be 
done with the miniatures, if the proper encouragement is given. 


We also tried an experiment this year with Australian varieties, 
shipped direct from Australia after digging in February or March. 
The bulbs and bulblets were received about the middle of May and 
were planted at once. We got anywhere from two to ten of a variety, 
and where we had enough, placed some of them with other growers 
to try. Mest of the bulbs bloomed but as most of them received were 
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size 4 or 5, we did not expect t6o much from them. In most cases, 
had we planted a similar lot of American 4s and 5s, we would prob- 
ably had about the. same’ results. We did see the color of the variety, 
we got an idea of how it would grow, ’and we had in most cases a 
large bulb, fully acc:imated to grow:on*this year. In addition’ we got

EARLY ORDERS 


If you were on the shipping end of this business, you would cer- 
tainly appreciate the difference between the early and the late orders. 
The early ones get the best of the bulbs and = probab!y the most 
extras. The later orders, due to the rush of things at that time of 
the year, are up arainst a variety being sold out, or beine out f 
certain ‘sizes. We would suggest early ordering, with instructions to 
ship late, if you are in a late growing belt. That way, your order is 
filled early in the year, and shipped out when you desire. Orders sent 
after the middle of March should, if possible provide for substitutions 
in size or variety. 


EXTRAS 


rHatite ‘been on en receiving end of lots of shipments in the past, 
we can appreciate the inclusion of extras, either in the way of over- 
count or in other newer varieties. It has been our practice in the 
past to include extras on all orders. The amount inciuaed depends 
unon the size of the order and the time we receive it. 

We would appreciate your suggestions as to what you would like 
in extras. We cannot always give you what you would like, but at 
least we get an idea of what you are gobi epeered in, and can be guided 
in- what we include.

EXPLANATION OF LISTINGS 
A variety will be listed as follows: : 
ADORATION (Klein 48) . 70 days 460 


Adoration is the variety name. 

Klein is the name of the originator. 

48 stands for the year of introduction. 

70 days, is the average time from planting until blooming of a 
large bulb. Smaller sizes will take longer, 

460 is the color classification and size. 


SIZE 


“L” indicates larze size bulbs, measuring more than 1%” in diameter. 

“M” indicates a medium size bulb, ?’ to 1%” in diameter. 

“S” indicates a small bulb, under #%” in diameter. 

“B” indicates bulblets. 

Large bulbs will give you the best bloom—but they cost you more. 

Medium sizes will frequently produce good show spikes and will 
produce saleable spikes. 

Small sizes will as a rule, bloom, but the spike they produce is not 
as good as you wou'd get from a larger sized bulb. Once in a while, 
a variety will produce saleable spikes from small bulbs, but do not 
count on it. Small sizes are the cheaper, but they take a year longer 
to get the best results—as a rule, they will produce large bulbs for 
the following season. 

Bulblets or cormlets are the cheapest way of getting a start in a 
variety. but also the slowest way. With good growing conditions and 
particularly with some varieties, you may get large bulbs, but it is 
far safer to figure on getting a few medium and a number of small 
bulbs the first year. These, planted the next year, will generally give 
you large bulbs for the second year. Some bulblets are hard to ger- 
minate and you may get a very poor stand. Others will germinate 
readily. If pcssible, peel or ¢rack the hard shell of the bulblet be- 
fore planting. We ran an experiment in the greenhouse last year on 
this. A row of peeled bulblets,.a row of cracked bulblets and a row 
without any special preparation. The peeled bulblets were the first 
to appear. followed by the cracked bulblets and then by the test 
bulblets. The peeled bulblets were up two.to four inches before the 
first test bulblet was through the ground... 


SUBSTITUTIONS 


We will not substitute unless you give us permission to do so. We 
would appreciate permission to substitute ‘sizes if possible, and we 
would also like to be able: to substitute varieties, especially late in 
the season when our stocks are depleted.

A heavily textured light yellow with a rose stripe on a medium 
deep yellow lip petal. Florets are large. up to 7’, they are beautiful- 
ly ruffled, waved and fluted—not only do they grow that way for 
Mr. Hartman, but for others too.

Golden Flute will reach about 60” in the field, with a long flower 
head up to 28’. It thas 16 to 18 buds with seven to eight open at one 
time, and with about four more in color. The spike is balanced well. 
in spite of the large sized florets. Attachment is very good for the 
large sized florets. Foliage is tall, heavy and very healthy. 


Golden Flute classifies as 511, and it is a cross of Shirley Temple 
and Grand Opera. Bulblet production and germination is fair.

AUSTRALIAN VARIETIES 


In our continual search for newer and better varieties, we secured 
a number of Australian introductions last year, more as an_ experi- 
ment, to see what they would do under our conditions. We realized 
that the bulbs would have been dug in February and that we would 
get them in May, without the usual long rest period. The bulblets 
also would hardly have had enough time to cure. 

Nevertheless, we tried it, and the results were good, as far as bulbs 
were concerned. We secured anywhere from two or three to ten small 
bulbs of different varieties about the middle of May and planted them 
at once. Most of them bloomed for us,—just about what we would 
have expected from a lot of our own small bulbs—spikes not up to 
their very best, but good enough so that we could determine color and 
general charactetistics. Then too, we have acclimated bulbs, mostly 
in the large sizes to plant this year, plus some bulblets which can be 
properly aged. Most of them bloomed later than normal, but by leav- 
ing them in the ground until the last, they all made nice growth. 

We also secured various lots of bulblets which we planted about 
the 20th of May. They were slower to come through than our own 
bulblets, but did, on the whole, make a satisfactory growth. Had we 
planted a similar number of lots of our own bulblets, some would 
have come good, some fair, and some not so good, depending on the 
variety—so too with the Australian bulblets. 

We are offering to our friends the same chance we took last year 
and are taking again this year. Your orders will be accumulated by 
us until February 28th, combined and airmailed to Australia. We 
should receive shipment back from Australia about the middle of May 
and they will be sent you at once, in time for you to plant them and 
to see most of them bivsom. If you want to take a chance on some 
bulblets you may do so, but do not expect as good results from bulb- 
lets as from small bulbs. Our recommendation is to order smal] bulbs, 
they may cost a little more, but you are sure of results. We will have 
some bulblets that will be about 18 months old to sell this year, and 
these will be listed under the varieties. We will also have some bulb- 
lets from our oWn growing to sell.
